It is true that the U nited States has in its population a de­ 
plorably large percentage of persons who are unable either to 
read or w rite. 
That, however, is not primarily the fault of our 
educational system . 
We have a large population of aliens, of 
persons of native birth but alien parentage, of negroes and of 
Indians. 
N o small part of our population lives in remote dis­ 
tricts where distance m akes it im practical to send children to 
school. 
A fter making due allow ances f.or all these adverse condi­ 
tions, the showing made by our educational m achinery is one of 
which this country m ay well be proud. 
According to the U. S. census of 1920, there were in the United 
States som e nineteen m illion children between the ages of seven 
and fifteen years and of these seventeen m illions w-ere attending 
school. 
That is not a bad proportion considering disadvantages 
under which many American fam ilies live. Beyond doubt the statis­ 
tical show ing ten years hence will be very gratifyingly better, but 
even as it is there is nothing of which we need 
be 
ashamed. 
There w as spent in 1920 for the m aintenance of public schools 
more than one billion dollars. 
This wras approxim ately fifty dol­ 
lars per capita for each child enrolled. 
These expenditures take 
no account of expenditures for the m aintenance of private schools, 
colleges, etc. 
Of course an educational system cannot be m easured either in 
dollars or in numbers of children in attendance. 
Its value must 
be determ ined by results, which are largely a m atter of opinion. 
Evidently Professor M eiklejohn’s opinion is that th e sort of men 
and women who are the product of American schools prove his 
assertion that we have not even the beginnings of an educational 
system. 
N evertheless, there are som e hundreds of thousands of 
competent observers in the United States who have seen the boys 
and girls wrho have gone out of our public schools and engaged in 
useful industrial production, in business or in tho learned profes­ 
sions, have become heads of fam ilies, have taken leadership in 
public affairs, have attained em inence in science, literature and 
art, and on the average do not rank second to the average product 
of the educational system of any other country,
